NEW HAVEN, Sept. 25.—The Sav- 

ings bank are enforcing legal delay

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 25th.—Ata 
meeting of ail the bank Presidents, 
except two, it was resolved to pay no 
checks over $100.

Resolved, That the  Presi- 
dent and Secretary of the Treasury 
are respectfully requested to order 
the immediate prepayinent of out- 
standing loan of United States due 
January Ist, 1874. 


MEMPHIS, Sept. 25.—The bank fail- 
ures are attributed to the inability to 
realize upon securities in New York. 
The first National and Kelso banks 
have suspended, and there is a run 
on the others. 

CINCINNATI, Sept. 25.—The Cin- 
cinnati Clearing House Association 
has just adopted the following resolu- 
tion: 

Pesolved, That for the protection 
of our commercial interests, and for 
the purpose of a drain of 
currency from the banks and bankers 
of this city, we do hereby agree to 
adopt the substantial plan adopted in 
New York, viz: they will not pay 
out currency on checks except for 
small sums, to be optionai with the 
banks on whom they are drawn, but 
will certify to checks drawn on_ bal- 
ances in theirhands, payable through 
the Clearing House only. 

CHicaao, Sept. 25.—The Chicago 
Clearing House resolved, until further 
action, and in view of the disturbed 
condition of affairs in New York and 
other cities, and the difiicuity in con- 
verting the balances into currency, 
and on the advice of the Bank Ex- 
aminer, that members be recom- 
mended and authorized to suspend 
currency payments or any large de- 
mends made upon them, either from 
country banks or over their counters, 

CINCINNATI, Sept. 25.—The details 
concerning the action of the Cincin- 
naii Clesring House Association this 
morning wre that each member of the 
Clearing House Association is requir- 
ed to deposit such a sum in approved 
securities as willat all times cover 
the amount of his clearing. The 
Government bonas are received at 
their par value; railroad and other 
stocks and bonds and bills receivable 
are received at 75 per cent. of the 
value fixed on them by the comunit- 
tee, which can only be used in the 
settlement of balances between the 
banks, and are not negotiable. 

ATLANTA, Sept. 25th.—The Dollar 
Savings bank has suspended with 
aliple security. 

sv. Louts, Sept. 25.—It was decided 
ata meeting of the brokers held last 
night, to suspend payments on 
checks or drafts, either in currency 
or exchange, until the excitement in 
the East subsides and the former con- 
dition of the markets is restored. 


Avausta, GaA., Sept. 25th.—The 
National Exchange bank; Merchants 
and Planters National bank of Au- 
gusta, and Planters Loan and Sav- 
ings bank have suspended. The run 
on the banks have been heavy, 
especially this morning. Cotton 
coming in freely, but there is no 
money to move it. 

Business is blocked. The cotton 
markets has suspended operations. 
No currency to buy cotton, 

The First National bank paid out 
as usual, but there appears to be no 
serious runon it. The President will 
pay as long as there is a dollar of cur- 
reney in the vaults.

The suspended banks have ample 
assets, and will meet every dollar of 
its liabilities when the pressure eases 
off.

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| THE FINANCIAL SITUATION IN 
RICHMOND, PETERSBURG AND NOR- 
FOLK.—With the Dollar Savings’ 
Bank and Isaacs, Taylor & Williams 
are the suspensions which have oc- 
curred in Richmond.

ing all depositors on equal footing. 

tis believed that within a very 
few days the Citizens’ Savings, and 
the Planters’ and Mechanics’ banks, 
will resume business. ‘The assets of 
these two concerns, upon investiga- 
tion yesterday, proved to be more 
than double their liabilities, and the 
sad extremity to which they were 
forced is traceable to no other source 
than an unreasonable panie among 
the depositors. In the case of the 
National banks the process of recu- 

‘ration is more tedious. Indeed, 
wo inpectors were in the city on 
yesterday, looking after their aikiirs, 
and it is authoritatively stated a re- 
ceiver will arrive in the city on to- 
day for the purpose of taking charge 
of them. 

‘* Mercantile affairs wore on yester- 
day a more composed aspect, though 
asa matter of course, business was 
stagnant. Leading merchants feel 
confident that the eifects of the disas- 
ter will have been obliterated before 
the expiration of two months, provi- 
ded the morbid and unfounded ex- 
citement on the part of the publie, 
and particularly of the country peo- 
ple, can be allayed. The merchants 
now doing business in this city are 
upon solid and solvent basis, which 
cannotbe shaken by anything, unless 
the people go mad again.” 

A large number of the merchants 
and bankers of Norfolk held a meet- 
ingon Wednesday afternoon. The 
meeting was called to order by Hon, 
Kader Biggs and W. Gwathmay was 
chosen to preside. The comiittee 
appointed to adopt resolutions, pre- 
sented the following, which was 
Ultanimoanaly adopted:

A STRANGE SiGgur.—In the year

THE Jews.—Surely the last place 
which one would select wherein to 
look for an Israelite would be the re- 
tinue of a Shah of Persia, and yet, if 
the Jewish Chronicle of August 22 be 
correct in its assertion, one belongs, 
although in disguise, to the suite 
which attended the Shah on his re- 
cent European tour. The paper re- 
ferred,to says thai while in Berlin the 
Shah was petitioned by a deputation 
of Jews to protect their co-religionists 
in his dominions, and that a certain 
stern Persian in his suite informed 
him that he wa: 2 concealed Jew, 
although obliged to deny his faith 
and that he would see that the memo- 
rial should certainly reach the Shah.

In Spain particularly was this 
the case, and it is held by those who 
agree with Mr. Disraeli in this matter 
that the conversions to Judaism in 
Austria, in 1870 especially, were sim- 
ply the return of Jewish families to 
their old faith, all disabilities having

Morrill Wyman, gives usan account 
of a man who, in his time, was a dis- 
tinguished inventor, but whose name 
will not probably be familiar to more 
than one or two of our readers. This 
is Daniel Treadwell, to whom we are 
indebted for the best power press m 
use, between 1829 and 1850, for book 
printing. His greatest and most re- 
numerative invention was, however, 
‘A machine called the Gypsey, for 
spinning hemp and flax.”” This was 
invented tospin hemp for rope mak- 
ing. Previous to this the hemp had 
been prepared and spun and the yarn 
tarred by hand, Treadwell’sinvention 
was at once seen to be a vast saving. 
An unusual thing, too, the invention 
was nearly perfect when it left the 
hands of the inventor in 1835. The 
United States immediately adopted it 
at the various navy-yards, and with 
these machines all the cordage for the 
navy—a vast quantity, as will readily 
be perceived—is spun. ‘The effect of 
the invention of these machines has 
niso been to make American cordage 
an article of export. Treadwell died 
in 1872.
